Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument is not persuasive. At page 7 of 
Remarks, Applicant argues against the 1 12 2nd rejection of Claim 22. While Applicant provides a definition of the word "expedited", with 
which the Examiner is familiar, this does nothing to clarify how one of ordinary skill in the art would know the metes and bounds imposed 
by a Claim for an "expedited" process. Use of the word is not only unclear but so broad as to add nothing to the Claim. Applicant might as 
well claim a "faster" or "better" process and expect those concepts to confer patentability; they also cannot. At page 8, Applicant argues 
that the use of parallel teams is not shown in the prior art . Applicant fails to address the Examiner's comments in the rejection of Claims 
1 , 8 and 22 regarding concurrent operations by multiple service providers. Such parallel processing is known in many arts to speed 
throughput of a system. Applicant seems to suggest that the concept of such parallel processing is new or unobvious.Such a concept for 
speeding processing of information is disclosed in patents such as 5978830, 5749077, 5689722 and 5590063, at least. Additionally, 
Applicant argues elements of "frontloading" of retrievla and task execution, and/or balancing risk versus time needed to process a 
commercial loan; these are not Claim limitations. As to Applicant's argument comment that "Start" is not an expedited loan process, 
Tealdi clearly shows entry to a loan process at "Start"; the following Figure element recites "Receive Loan Application Pre-Approval & 
Conditions". This is clearly as "expedited" as Applicants claimed invention. Applicants imply that recitation of the word "expedited" 
somehow clearly provides a patentably distinguishing limitation. The word is very broad and cannot confer patentability. In response to 
applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized 
that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into 
account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include 
knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Applicant claims traditional functions of loan processing, shown in the prior art and claims to somehow 
"expedite" such processing through application of more and specialized workers to speed processing. It is known that assigning more 
people having specialized skill to a job will get the job done faster. These are not patentable distinctions. 
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
